WITH THE BRITISH ARMIBS IN 
THE FIELD, July 24.—The work of our 
artillery at Pozieres is a wonderful 
achievement and all the success we have 
gained during this great batile has been 
largely due to the acience and daring of 
our gunners and to the labor of all those 
thousands of men who have sweated in 
souk and body to make guns and am- 
inition 

Flesh and blood cannot fight against 
high explosives; it can only die, and the 
whole history of the battle is not to be 


rifles, but to guns. 

The roads were swept by storms of 
death. The barrage was a great wall, 
through which nothing could pass. Ger- 
man soldiers in their limes could get 
neither food nor water. No reinforce- 
ments could be sent them. 

Prisoners Under Fire. 

Those of our own soldiers who were 
taken prisoners could not be sent back 
into the German lines, because no escort 
dared to go with them through the bar- 
rage. They were thrust down into a 
dugout with some German soldiers and 
saw and suffered the effect of our fire. 
The enemy had no food to give them, 
having none for themselves, and they 
were tortured by thirst for five days. 
They endured this until nearly dead, but 
when the Germans were too dazed to act 
as guards three English soldiers man- 
aged to crew! out of a dugout and es- 
caped to our own lines over no man’s 
land. 

A German officer now one of our prison- 
ers bears witness to the work of our gun- 
ners. He was sent with a battalion from 
Verdun to Contalmaison and detained at 
Bapaume. There he began a painful ex- 
perience of shell fire through an accident 
to one of the German twelve inch guns, 
whic hburst and blew up several car- 
riages of a train, killing some of his men. 


Runs Gamut of Fire. 

But the rest of his journney was made 
terrible by British gun fire. With his 
battalion he came down the road which 
was being flung up by our 15-inch and 
12-Inch guns. Some more of his men 
were killed and he came on towards 
Bezantin, where he was under fire of 
our 8-inch howitzers and “ nine-point- 
twos.”’

Feels His Responsibilities. 
Except for his hair he does not look 
older than his years. One receives the 
impression that no one is more conscious 
of his responsibilities than is he. 

He was attired in a field @ray uniform 
and sat in a plain large wooden armchair 
directly in front of the pulpit. Behind 
him were two rows of officers from the 
headquarters staff on a small raised 
platform; to his left other officers were 
standing, and to the right were fifteen 
sisters.

Public sentiment in St. Thomas ‘ di- 
vided over the question of the transfer 
of the islands, the lower classes of the 
people being the more desirous for a 
change. It is pointed out that St. 
Thomas would only be useful to the 
United States as a naval base and that 
it is probable should the sale be ef- 
fected that the harbor would be closed 
and the few ships which now call for 
coal, fuel oil, and other supplies driven 
away. 

St. Croix stands to benefit more than 
any other of the islands by the sale. Itis 
purely agricultural and the planters 
there @ee very desirous that it be 
brought under the American flag. 

The island of St. John also exnects 
to benefit agriculturally, should the sale 
be consummated, the greater part of 
the land there being uncultivated and 
uninhabited.

Berlin Says Foes Were Damaged 
and All Machines Returned—Five 
Craft Hit cn West Front. 


BERLIN, July 26.—By Wireless to Say- 
ville.—A German admiralty report today 
announces a successful raid by German 
aircraft on the Russian aerial station 
at Oerelon, Island of Ogcesel; off the 
Gulf of Riga. The statement says: 

A German air squadron on July 25 
attacked and bombarded the Russian 
aerial station at Oerelon, Island of 
Oesel. Aerial sheds and aerial planes 
which were ready for flight were 
struck.

RED CROSS CARING FOR 
486 SOLDIERS’ FAMILIES. 


Chicago Fund Now Lacks $4,500 
of $250,000 Set as Goal When 
Collection Was Started. : 


The Red Cross fund needs about $4,500 
to complete the $250,000 it set out to raise 
in Chicago. 

Yesterday closed the first month of work 
by the Red Cross in behalf of soldiers’ 
families. During the month it expended 
over $15,000 in relief. It has received 691 
applications, on 205 of which it has com- 


486 families. 

An inquiry was made yesterday at the 
Chicago offices of the Red Cross whether 
electric fans or other conveniences were 
being supplied to the base hospital at San 
Antonio near where a great share of the 
guardemen are encamped. 

The Chicago director, Mr. J. J. O’Con- 
nor, said the Red Cross maintains a sup- 
ply office in Sah Antonio, but that no re- 
quests for supplies of any kind have come 
from the hospital, though the organiza- 
tion holds itself ready to provide them at 
any time. The only suggestion, he sald, 
called for one or two twelve inch oscillat- 
ing fans ineach ward. It will be complied 
with by the committee on hospital supplies 
if the goyernment at Washington does not 
supply the fans.

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Death by Air Embolism — 


BY DR. W. A. EVANS. 
Whenever a bioodvessel is plugged by 
a bubble of air or by a solid foreign body 
the condition is called embolism. When 
the plug consists of a bubble of air it is 


called “air embolism,” if by a bit of fat, 
“fat embolism,’’ and-so on. 


the foreign substance got into the blood- 
vessel at some place away from the ob- 
structing point. The blood stream sweeps 
the embolus from the entrance point to 
the location where it does harm. For in- 
stance, if an embolus is swept from a 
large vessel in the neck into a smaller 
vessel in the brain it finally reaches a twig 
too small to let it pase. Whereupon it 
plugs the vessel, causing embolism. 

So much for emboli and embolism in 
general. The term “air embolism” ig 
used somewhat incorrectly to signify the 
entrance of air intoa vein. The blood in 
the bloodvessels is practically always 

nder considerable pressure. So long as 
his condition prevails air cannot readily 
enter a vein. Occasionally for some rea- 
son (especially during operations on the 
neck) air in considerable quantity does 
enter a vein. 


Blood Absorbs Air. 

If the amount of air is small, the blood 
absorbs it, and little or no harm results. 
If the amount is large, the air goes 
Straight to the heart. The heart tries |

ineffectually to pump the frothy mixture 
of blood and air. It faiis. Death quickly 
ensues. 

The more recent investigations indicate 
that the danger that air will be sucked 
into an open vein, even in the neck, is 
not very great. : 

It is not always easy to diagnose air in 
the vessels. a ia 

The very name of the arteries indicates 
that the ancients who named them, and 
at autopsies, always found them full of 
air, or apparently so. They therefore 
named them arteries, or air carrying ves- 
sels. 

Even when gas is certainly present in 
the arteries the source of the gas is still to 
be determined. 

There are bacteria which produce gas 
in the tissues, and also in the vessels. 


Caisson Workers. 
Caisson workers breathe an atmosphere 
under forty-five pounds pressure, Their 
blood becomes supercharged with air. If 
they suddenly walk into ordinary air, 
bubbles of air form in their blood. They 
may die in a few minutes from air in the 
blood, or they may die later fron the ef- 
fects of air bubbles im the blood of the 
brain and spinal cord. 
Alr in the blood stream is a rare condi- 
tion. It produces rapid death. The symp- 
tome are difficult breathing, palpitation 
of the héart, shock, and collapse. 
It is difficult to diagnose the condition 


before death, or at autopsy.

RESUSCITATION APPARATUS. 
N the summer season there is special 
interest in resuscitation apparatus 
and other means of restoring people 
who have been made unconscious by 


water, The danger of drowning is large 
ly responsible for this increase of interest. 
We get many requests, particularily at 
thie season, for advice as to resuscita-— 
tion apparatus. 3 

Prof. Yandall derson of Yale re- 
ports in the urnal of the American 
Medical essociation on the relative value 
of resuscitation apparatus in general and 
of various pleces of apperatus in par- 
thoular es compared with artificial reapi- 
tation without epparatua. 

If the unconscious peraon is discovered 
within a minute after breathing stops 


‘land artificial respiration is employed at 


once the manual method ia better than 
the use of any form of apparatus. The 
pressure on the chest stimulates the 
heart and accounts for the advantage of 
the method. 

If efforts to resuscitate are not begun 
until more than two minutes have elapsed 


{the use of mechanical apparatus has 


some advantage over the manual method. 
Theoretically, the use of mechanical 
method has geome advantages, especially 
when used from two to ten minutes 


| after respiration hes stopped. 


—_ 

It should be possible by artificial resp!- 
ration of one sort or another to restore 
every case where efforts at resuscitation 
were begun within two minutes after 
breathing is stopped. If artificial respi- 
ration is not begun until more then ten 
minutes elapses after breathing stops 
neither manual respiration nor the use 
of apparatus will serve bring back 
life. In physiologic laboratories it has 
never been possible to revive an animal 
that has not breathed for five minutes 
before efforts at resuscitation were 
begun. Right here lies the shortcoming 
of all mechancial apparatus. Artificial 
respiration can be begun at once, The 
time lost In getting the pulmotor or lung- 
motor means a loss of all hope for the 
uncongcious person, The difference of 
one minute between the time of starting 
is more than enough to compensate for 
any theoretic advantage of the mechan- 
ical apparatus over the manual method. 
Universal training in the manual 


method will accomplish more for resus- 


eitation from drowning, electric shock 
and asphyxia than is possible by pro- 
viding any amount of apparatus,

superior to the manual method In that 
it gives enough ventilation of the lungs.

Weve got to keep on selling patent 
medicines to Patagonia, typewriters to 
Timbuctoo, canned goods to Canada, 
groceries to Greece, mouse traps to Mes- 
epetamia, and everrthing else we can 
raise or make to all the rest of the world. 

Else when peace comes in Europe 
panic may come in the United States. 
Many factories will close down: a lot 
of us will be out of jobs; there will be 
the devil to pay generally. 

That is what many of the great bank- 
ers and industrial leaders say. They 
don’t put it just that way. They say 
that prosperity depends on a country’s 
having a lot of gold in its vaults. When 
you have the gold, you can issue notes 
against it, make loans, build new fac- 
tories, keep things running. When the 
gold is gone everything else goes with it. 
Hard times come. 


Must Settle in Gold. 

The way to get gold is to sell more to 
other countries than the other countries 
sellto you. Then they have to settle the 
Balance in gold, which you tuck away 
in your vaults. eas 

When you buy more abroad than you 
sell, the gold has to be taken out of the 
Yaults and sent across the sea to the 
amount of the balance you owe. 

That's why the United States must 
‘plan to keep its foreign trade up toa 
tigh point after the war if it wants to 
coptinue prosperous. 

For the year ending the last of June, 
_ 1916, the United States sold to foreign 

countries goods worth two billion dollars 

more than the value of the goods it 
bought from foreign countries during the 
sanietime. That isa pretty tidy balance 
of trade in our favor. It means that the 
United States now has the greatest 
stock of gold on hand in the whole world. 


Banker Looks Into Future. . 

One of the most important bankers in 
America sat in his office in Wall street 
and looked out the window. 

“When the war is ended,”’ he said, ‘* we 
will find all Europe depleted of its gold. 
Its first object will be to rebuild its stock 
of gold. The point of attack will be our 
gold reserves. The methods they will 
adopt will be every means known to trade 
and commerce by which merchandise, se- 
curities, and credits can be exchanged for 
gold. We are establishing a price basis 
here which will make us a good market to 
Sellin and a bad marketto buyin. We've 

Bot a big job on our hands.” 

What plans is the United States making 
%® continue and extend its foreign trade 
and thus preserve its gold reserve? Be- 
foré an attempt is made to answer that 
guestion, it may be interesting to take a 
0k at what the nations now at war are 
doing.

Polnted Out as Infants’ 
Deaths Increase, 


UST OF “DON'TS” ISSUED, 


INFANT MORTALITY 


BY DR. W. A. EVANS. 


The large number of babies 
dying in the last few days is 
a result of the heat and hu- 
midity. : 

When a baby’s bowels get 
out of order in hot weather the 
mother should stop feeding the 
child at once and send for a 
doctor. Experimenting vith 
all sorts of foods and all sorts 
of medicines may not do harm 
in cool weather, but it is ex- 
ceedingly dangerous when the 
weather is hot. 


A sudden jump in infant mortality co- 
incident with the hot weather, last night 
caused Health Commissioner John Dill 
Robertson to issue a special warning 
against doping babies with soothing 
\sirups and patent’ medicines. 

“ Paregoric has killed more babies 
than the hot summer sun,”’ Dr. Robert- 
zon gaid. ‘‘ The most common cause of 
death in infants is. diarrhea, and it is 
frequently the administering of sooth- 
ing sirups or home remedies that makes 
the disease fatal. 


Avoid “Paregoric Treatment.” 

“The ‘dope’ quiets the child but holds 
the poison that caused the illness in the 
system. Many deaths that have been re- 
cently reported are clearly due to the 
soothing sirup-paregoric treatment.” __ 

Twenty-five deaths of children under 1 
year of age were reported to the health 
department yesterday and thirty-six the 
day before. Dr. Robertson gave an off- 
hand opinion that the mortality at this 


least 25 per cent higher than the rate 
recorded last summer. ‘i 


. “Don’ts” for Mothers. 

| “Following is a series of hot weather 
“don'ts ’”’ for mothers prepared by Dr. 
Robertson: : 

Don’t fail to keep your babies on 
mother’s milk, if possible.

Don’t use any but certified or pas- 
teurized milk, if the baby is weaned, and 
don’t fail to keep the milk on ice and pro- 
tected from flies. 

Don’t use the “long haul” bottle; 
use the “‘ short haul” variety, with the 
nipple attached directly to the bottle. 

Don’t allow the baby to eat fruit 
or vegetables. 


Frequent Baths Urged. 
» Don’t fail to give the baby one or 
two baths a day in tepid water. 

Don’t have the baby sleep in the 
game bed with grownups. 

Don’t keep the baby in a room 
without screens and don’t fail to pull 
down the shades to keep out the sun. 

Don’t forget that.it is stomach and 
bowel trouble that is killing the babies, 
and that this is caused by improper or 
spoiled food. 

Don’t fail to consult your family 
physician if you can afford it, or gotoa 
free welfare station or clinic. 

Don’t wait until the baby is so ill 
that medical assistance cannot save it. 

Don’t do your own prescribing and 
‘dope’ your baby with home remedies 
or patent medicines.

Thirteen persons were overcome by 
heat, ten were bitten by dogs, and the 
health department’s facilities for the 
collection and disposal of the bodies of 
dead animals were almost exhausted 
because of the heat wave that kept up 
ite stride yesterday. 

Figures on the deaths of animals be- 
cause of heat have not been obtainable 
since last Sunday, when 12% carcasses 
of horses, dogs, and cats were collected. 
On July 22 there were collected 168 car- 
casses and on July 21 there were 189. 
In July of last year there were only 
thirty-one deaths of animals in a single 
day.

Little matters like precedent didn't 
worry Messrs. Cleveland and Breen at 
all. It now appears that the city was 
just lucky in “ getting away” with @ 
whole season of municipal dances un- 
der the direction of Mrs. Leonora Meder, 
then commissioner of public welfare. ’

opinion gave way to speculation as to

But He’s Big Bill’s Pal.
